In a Christmas message issued from San Quentin prison 
through his lawyer, Sirhan expresssed gratitude for recent 
calls tor a new look into the shooting, based on a “second 
gun” theory. 
If I had any consciousness of the events of June 1968, it 
would not have taken this long to develop evidence pointing 
toward my innocence of killing Senator Kennedy,” Sirhan 
said. “ I am filled with feelings of hope and humility that I 
may some day soon have my freedom.” 
“At this season I wish peace for the entire world.”

Hill drove his car through a 
gate and up to the North Portico, then held federal police at 
bay for four hours with what looked explosives tied to his 
body. He surrendered peaceably after a black radio station 
broadcast his dem and to meet with the Pakistani a m ­ 
bassador. The explosives turned out to be railroad flares.

LORTON, Va. (UPI) — Nine guards are being held 
hostage by m axim um security inmates arm ed with butcher 
knives at the District of Columbia’s Lorton Reformatory 
today. Prison officials estim ated 90 to 95 inmates are in­ 
volved. At least two prisoners escaped and one was killed by 
a guard, police said. The escape and uprising started during 
a movie Wednesday night. Negotiations are going on and 
officials say the atm osphere is one of compromise. A 
spokeswoman said “ it’s apparently a case of general and 
individual grievances about conditions ...”

Both Hobby and Clayton 
suggest putting aside a 
sizable portion of the budget 
surplus-perhaps as much as 
$500 million- for future use.

ongoing programs we’d be 
looking at an astronomical 
tax bill two years from 
now,” Clayton said.

DEAR MR. GREENSTONE: My husband I have been 
married several years. We have two children. Ever since the 
beginning, our parents have been interfering, and causing 
problems between my husband and me. They even question 
the way in which we are raising our children. Do you have 
any suggestions? 


DEAR READER: There comes a time in everyone’s life 
when parents become people. And as such, they can be coped 
with much as you would cope with any situation, with any 
other person who is not related to you. Parents or not, no one 
has the right to interfere with the way in which you run your 
life. You are responsible for your m arriage and for your 
children, and at times, the reality of this must be placed 
squarely in front of a parent. He or she must realize that they 
have no rights to exercise in your family, and that they are 
subject to many of the same limitations as would apply to 
anyone else in the community. Firm ness along these lines 
will not only provide a structure within which your parents 
can judge their role, but also will help to maintain better 
interpersonal relations and open lines of communications. 
Parents are great people, and family relations with them 
can be very w arm and rewarding. On the other hand, if they 
have raised you to lead your own life in this world, then you 
must insist on the right to do it. If they raised you for reasons 
other than this, then your insistence on being your own 
person becomes even more important. 
The most im portant relationship other than the one you 
experience with yourself as an individual, is the relationship 
with your spouse. Next, ranks the relationship with your 
children. For you to fully realize these relationships, they 
must not be compromised to anyone. Let your parents know 
where you stand on all contended issues about your family 
and children. Set limits on their activities if such seems 
warranted, and see that the limits are respected. 
Your folks will probably appreciate your directness and 
honesty. They will know that within their homes, they 
provided an environment which now allows their children, 
as an adult, to approach his life realistically, and to place 
high value on his family.

The system would cost 
about $700,000, but Sedillo 
said savings in fuel bills 
would offset the cost in 12 to 
15 years.

renovation of the old capitol,

M em orial 
Building. 
The 
Bataan building st-* ted as 
the state capitol in 1886, with 
m ajo r m odifications and 
extensions in 1900 and 1952. 
Planners say the solar 
energy 
system 
will 
be 
tailo red 
for 
eventual 
hookups 
to two adjacent 
buildings. The system also 
will be adaptable for air­ 
conditioning. 
Sedillo said the system 
would replace eight boilers 
in the building complex, one 
of them installed at the time 
of original construction. 
The system would be com­ 
prised of a set of heat 
collectors located on top of 
the building, a large water 
sto rag e 
tank 
and 
a 
distribution 
unit. 
W ater 
heated to about 115 degrees 
F ah ren h eit

placed in the ceilings of the 
building.

Sedillo said high ceilings 
could be lowered to allow 
installation

The system could work for 
up to three sunless days with 
outside tem peratures of 20 
degrees below zero before a 
backup system must be put 
into operation. Sedillo said

drops to about 70 degrees.

Cruces. Sedillo said work 
could begin in April, if the
